U.S. Cotholic 
Bishops Organize 
VATICAN CITY (AP) - The 


Roman Catholic bishops of the 
United States organized a drive 
today, sparked by Richard Car- 
dinal Cushing of Boston, to 
strengthen a Vatican Ecumeni- 
cal Council declaration on Jews 
and keep another declaration on 
religious tolerance from pos- 
sible weakening. 


Almost 23 American bishops 


met quietly at the pontifical 
North American College and de- 
cided unanimously to organize 
9 common stand on the Jewish 
and tolerance documents, with 
speakers to represent their joint 
view on the floor of St. Peter's 
Basilica when the two docu- 
ments come up late this month. 


The attitude of the American 


bishops on the Jewish declara- 
tion was that it should again 
contain, as it did in its original 
format of a year ago, specific 
mention that Jews do not carry 
the burden for the crucifixion 
but rather all mankind of all 
time.

W i n ,t h r o p Rockefeller sat 


down at a desk before television 
cameras this week 'and set the 
tone of his gubernatorial cam- 
paign with a list of six issues 
on which he intends to attack 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus.; 


His issues are the sixth term, 
h i g h w a y s , education, civil 
rights, welfare and gambling. 


Rockefeller's campaign open- 


ing television speech—decidedly 
unprofessional but, as bine of his 
campaign aides put it, "homey" 
—was one of two big: political 
events of the week in Arkansas. 


The other was the 18-hour Ar- 


kansas tour of Democratic vice 
presidential candidate Hubert 
Humphrey, winding up at the 
state party convention at which 
Faubus formally accepted nom- 
ination to a sixth term, 
i Rockefeller said Faubus could 
not be trusted on his promise 
not to run for a seventh term, 
and raised the . question 
of 


whether Faubus might swing in- 
to the Senate if Sen. J. William 
Fulbright is named secretary of 
state. 
/Jr. 


Faubus replied by;sayjnc,that 
Arkansas law does not permit 
such an appointment of the gov- 
ernor, and that Rockefeller was 
showing how little he knew 
about the law. 


Rockefeller made an appear- 


ance with Barry Goldwater in 
Memphis Wednesday. It was hot 
and Winthrop was perspiring, 
and Goldwater remarked "You 
look like you swam across." 


Rockefeller said Goldwater 


promised to campaign in Arkan- 
sas and that his aides were 
working on an Oct. 10 date so 
Goldwater could attend the Na- 
tional Cotton Picking Festival in 
Blytheville. 


Faubus, meanwhile, prepared 


for an expected visit by Presi- 
dent Johnson. Rep. J. W. Trim- 
ble said he, Faubus and others 
asked Johnson to stop in Fort 
Smith Sept. 25 to dedicate a 
historic park. 


Johnson is scheduled to be in 


El Paso, Tex., that morning 
and at the Eufaula Dam dedi- 
cation in Oklahoma that after- 
noon. 


This annou n c e m e n t came 


shortly after Faubus endorsed 
the Johnson - Humphrey ticket, 
breaking a long silence on 
whom he would support. Later, 
he said party loyalty promoted 
him to do it, and he remarked, 
"I didn't have any choice." 


Rockefeller said Faubus' en- 


dorsement of the Democratic 
ticket gave hi s candidacy a 
boost. 


At McGehee, in a county com- 


mittee meeting Tuesday, Fau- 
bus remarked that if demon- 
strators tried lie-in operations in 
Arkansas, they would be run 
over. He said that if no one 
else would 
do the job, "I'll 


jump in a truck and do it my- 
self." 


Rockefeller said he was so 


shocked he was speechless, but 
others weren't. 


I. S. McClinton, president of 


the Arkansas Democratic Vot- 
ers Association, a Negro group, 
charged Faubus with encourag- 
ing murder and violence and 
with "feeding the people back 
in the rural communities this 
prejudice and hate, hoping that 
it might not reach the press." 


An ipitcppal Voice 


A 28-year-old minister raised 
the first clerical voice this week 
in favor of the proposed amend- 
ment to legalize gambling in 
Garland County. He is the Rev. 
James S. Cox Jr., vicar of 
Grace Episcopal Church in Pine 
Bluff. 


Not only did Cox say he sup- 


ported the amendment, he criti- 
cized the group called Churches 
United Against Gambling for 
what he called misrepresenting 
facts in an effort to defeat the 
amendment. 


Cox made his remarks in a

DETROIT (AP)-Ford Motor 


Co. and the United Auto Work- 
ers reached agreement in prin- 
ciple today on a labor contract 
which parallels one attained by 
Chrysler and the UAW last 
week. 


The agreement came less 


than an hour before a 10 a.m. 
strike deadline. 


Malcolm Denise,, Ford vice 


president, said the agreement 
provides for substantially im- 
proved retirement benefits, ear- 
lier retirement, more paid re- 
lief time, an additional week of 
vacation, improvement factor 
and other pay increases,; two 
more paid; holidays, costrokliv- 
ing allowance, broadened insur- 
ance and health benefits, and 
other improvements. 
. Denise said ,"The agreement 
provids for wage and benefit 
increases closely comparabl eto 
those already agreed upon by 
Chrysler Corp. and the union. 
It therefore insures that Ford 
will remain fully competitive 
with respect to wages and bene- 
fits for hourly workers." 


Ford said the early retire- 


ment program could, as at 
Chrysler, under certain circum- 
stances, give a worker taking 
early retirement company bene- 
fits of as much as $400 a month. 


Nine cents of the current, 14 


cents 
cost-of-liying allowance 


will be frozen into the hourly 
base rate. 


The maximum regular week- 


ly payments under the supple- 
mental unemployment benefit 
plan will be increased from $40 
to $50 plus $1.50 for each of up 
to four dependents. 


The company also granted a 


Christmas bonus under certain 
circumstances. When the sup- 
plemental unemployment bene- 
fit fund reaches the point where 
further contributions by the 
company are not required, the 
company-paid five 
cents per 


hour per employe will go in- 
stead into a Christmas bonus 
fund. All hourly employes cov- 
ered by the sub plan with more 
than one year's seniority will 
share euqlly in payouts from 
the Christmas bonus fund be- 
ginning in 1966, if there is 
enough money in the fund to 
give each eligible employe a 
minimum of $25. 


In September 1966, the annual 


improvement f a c t o r will go 
from 2.5 per cent of 
an em- 


ploye's base hourly wage rate 
to 2.8 per cent, or seven cents 
an hour, whichever is greater. 


An additional two cents an 


hour 
will be added to base 


hourly wage rates 
effective 


Sept. 5, 1966, after base hourly 
rates have been adjusted by the 
improvement factor increase on 
that date. 


There will be no general wage 


increase in 1964, but employes 
will receive the equivalent* of 
about a one per cent increase 
starting next month when the 
company will begin paying the 
full cost of premiums for group 
life and disability insurance. 


Ford will pay full cost of hos- 


pital-surgical-medical insurance 
coverage for retired employes 
and their eligible dependents 
beginning with coverage for the 
month of November this year. 


There still was no word from 


Chrysler, where 7,000 union-rep- 
resented office workers and en- 
gineering personnel were threat- 
ening to walk out at 10 a.m. 
EST.

Gulf of Tonkin

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


U.S. 
government, 
operating 


behind a secrecy screen, sought 
today to determine whether two 
U.S. destroyers patrolling the 
Gulf of Tonkin fired at phan- 
toms or at threatening Commu- 
nist North Vietnamese torpedo 
boats. 


The North Vietnamese foreign 


ministry claimed two destroyers 
were in action Friday near a 
place called Nghe An, that 
"heavy explosions were heard 
and flashes of light and aircraft 
circling over the spot were seen 
from the shore." 


A New China News Agency 
report from Hanoi placed the 
scene 60 miles off Nghe An and 
4, ' ^f 
two U.S. warships 


-~e Active" Friday evening 
and at daybreak Saturday. 


In a statement broadcast by 
Red China's official news agen- 
cy, the North Vietnamese men- 
tioned nothing about any of 
their units being involved. The 
Communists denied they pro- 
voked the incident and accused 
the United States of trying to 
create an excuse for attacking 
North Viet Nam. 


Prior to the North Vietnamese 


statement, U.S. sources had 
said two destroyers steaming in 
the, darkened and overcast Gulf 
of Tonkin had opened fire on 
what they thought were Com- 
munist torpedo boats closing to 
attack. 


The destroyers did not report 
seeing any craft, according to 
informants, but said they ob- 
served what appeared 
to be 


hostile craft on radar several 
miles away. 


The sources "said that in re- 
ports to the Pentagon — reports 
described as garbled — , the U.S. 
warships did not say they were 
fired on, as were other U.S. 
'destroyers irr clashes Aug. 2 and 
4. Those earlier clashes brought 
down swift U.S. retaliation on 
Red PT boat bases and oil 
dumps. 


The U.S. carrier-launched air 
strikes were said to have des- 
troyed about half of Red Viet 
Nam's 50 torpedo boats. 


Despite strong pressure from 


newsmen the government re- 
fused Friday to go beyond a 55- 
word statement by Secrteary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara. 


The White House and State 


Department remained 
silent, 


although there was a notable 
lack of crisis atmosphere there 
and in the Pentagon, too, as the 
day wore on.

Mrs. Johnson 
Makes First 
Political Talk 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 


Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson made 
her 
first 
formal campaign 


speech today — a call to arms 
for the "great society" and a 
denial that it is a political gim- 
mick. 


"I do not think only Demo- 


crats dream of the great socie- 
ty," she said of her husband's 
professed goal for America. 
"However, I do believe that 
since the days of the depression 
and war, it has been the leaders 
of the Democratic party who 
have been most practical and 
persistent in taking the neces- 
sary steps to achieve it." 


As the nation's First Lady 


saw it: The "great society" 
calls for "imaginative planning 
at the top; legislation to set up 
the machinery. But — then — 
most of all, people in action in 
their communities to bring it to 
the hometown of America." 


In her speech prepared for 


delivery at a luncheon meeting 
of the Federated Democratic 
Women of Ohio, Mrs. Johnson 
remarked that "some people 
have interpreted my husband's 
'great society' as a campaign 
promise." 


"Nothing can be so far from 


the truth," she declared, ad- 
ding: "No one can give you a 
'great society1 - all in a neat 
little package .and delivered at 
your doorsteps. Presidents can 
inspire it, strive for it, and, with 
Congress, set the designs on the 
drawing boards. But people like 
you must give it life."

"We pledge a farm program 


good for the farmer, good for 
the rancher, good for the na- 
tion," Goldwater said. "We 
support; the Republican farm 
T>Iatform plank" by plank." 


The GOP platform promises 


"development of truly voluntary 
commodity programs for com- 
mercial agriculture" along with 
"price supports free of political 
manipulation in order to stim- 
late and attain fair market 
prices. . .." 


Goldwater said farm income 


should be improved — but not 
with "arbitrary handouts sub- 
ject to the whim and caprice" of 
secretary of agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman. 


Aside from his endorsement 


of the GOP farm plank, Gold- 
water did not spell out his solu- 
tion to agricultural problems. In 
Raleigh, N.C., last Wednesday 
he talked about curtailment of 
farm price supports and control 
over a period of five to 10 years.

Constitution. 


They have given of their time 
and talent in service with the 
Army, the Navy, and the Air 
Force for a total, to date, of 111 
years. 


The oldest brother, Marcus, 


now lives in Pine Beach, N. .J 
He enlisted in the Navy at 15 
years of age, and during a total 
of 31 years he served aboard 15 
vessels, was stationed at Nor- 
folk, Va., and Pearl Harbor, and 
saw action in the Pacific Thea- 
ter during WW II. His list of 
medals attest to his good ser- 
vice record as does his rise in 
rank through the years. He en- 
listed on May 
12, 1919, rose 


steadily to Lieutenant Command- 
er in January 1949, and retired 
in June 1950. 


The second brother, Joe Cal- 


vin, is really first, in rank any- 
way. That is because in Octob- 
er 1961 he became 
Adjutant 


General of the U. S. Army. He 
is a Major General now but he 
started his military career as 
an enlisted man 
in 1925. A 


sketch of his career appeared 
in the Hope Star two years ago, 
and it told of his service in the 
European Theater during WW 
II, and at the Nuernberg war 
trials afterwards. Every Arkan- 
san can certainly be proud of 
this native son. 


Oliver G. Lambert, the third 


brother, had great ideas of big 
planes when he was a boy. He 
used to sit in school and draw 
pictures of airplanes, like a lot 
of boys do, but he went much 
farther with his dreams than 
many.

Tax Relief 
Brought No 
Wild Spree

WASHINGTON (AP) - There 


was no stampede to the stores 
last spring when the income tax 
cut took effect, but there is 
strong evidence that Americans 
have been spending an increas- 
ing percentage of 
the extra 


money in the past few weeks. 


"We 
know that July and 


August will show a significant 
increase in the proportion of 
money spent," a government 
official said today, "but we're 
not making any estimate yet." 


Consumers spent about 52 per 


cent of the extra money they 
received during the first three 
months the tax reduction was 
fully effective — April, May and 
June. 


This may seem an irrelevant 


figure to the wage earner who 
hart a hard time making ends 
meet, 
even with a few extra 


dollars. But it is watched close- 
ly by economists, most of whom 
assumed the tax 
cut 
would 


provide an important stimulus 
to business. 


Increased purchases by the 


consumer 
inevitably 
lead to 


expanded 
production 
at 
the 


factory 
level, and 
therefore, 


more jobs and profits. 


Administration 
economists 


argued that consumers normal- 
ly spend 92 to 94 per cent of 
every dollar they can lay their 
hands on, and that this propor- 
tion of the increase in take 
home pay would be put immedi- 
ately into the spending stream. 


Since consumers spent only 


about half the extra money, the 
percentage of their total income 
which was spent fell to 91.3 per 


i cent. 


This was pointed out in 


speeches by Richard H. Holton, 


j assistant secretary 
of com- 


merce for economic affairs, and 
C. Canby Baltlerston, a member 
of the Federal Reserve Board. 


, Holton noted that the rate of 


i spending often is low in

Raymond Clark, 30, assistant 


cashier of First National Bank, 
was taken into custody by FBI 
Agents late yesterday and char- 
ged with converting to his own 
use $4,000 in bank funds. Al- - 
though suspicioned late Thurs- 
day the theft wasn't actually 
verified until Friday morning. 


Clark was arraigned in U.S. 


District Court at Texarkana late 
Friday and was released on 
$1,000 bond. 


A native of Hempstead, he had 


been an employe of the bank for 
the past eight years. 


"It is regretable and disap- 


pointing that a long time, trust- 
ed employe broke that trust," 
said Lloyd Spencer, president of 
First National.
